DOBBIE WEAVER: For more than 50 years we have been 
hammering out columns, news stories, sports and scores of 
obituaries, some dating back to Lansdale High School days 
(1911). Over that span of years we have made many new 
friends and have lost some by death. 

Last month this rambler lost one of his most cherished 
associates, Joseph K. (Dobbie) Weaver, who is well remem- 
bered in Bucks county by the young man who used to play 
against his great Lansdale High School teams when he was a 


non-faculty coach at that school. 
HSU Dobbie and this scribe met in a Chautauqua tent in Lans- 
dale before World I, and later formed a news service of our 
AMAZING NEW own that served 13 metropolitan newspapers and several wire 


e services. 
կ ` War was approaching and the Weaver-Thomas combine 
a ք was advised to enlist before the draft caught up. This reporter, 
a bit under weight at the time, took on a few extra pounds, 
actually eating my way into the Army Air Corps. Dobbie too, 
LATEX WALL PAINT enlisted, and was transferred from the Ambulance Corps in 
Allentown to Kelly Field, Texas. 


Rambling Russ followed a month later and we met in Kelly 
Field No. 3, San Antonio, Texas. I was wearing a derby hat, 
Cavalry leggings and a civilian overcoat (not having enough 
Army material to outfit me at Fort Slocum, N.Y., two weeks 
before). 

From my tent headquarters I hiked to the wooden barracks 
where Dobbie was stationed, knocked at the door, walked in 
and asked for “Mr. Weaver’. I was ordered to stand at atten- 
tion. In answer to his request I assured the officer in charge 
that I had only been in the Army 10 days and didn’t know 
routine. Around my neck I wore at least three different service 
cords that I bought from a fakir on the troop train down to 
Texas. 

A few minutes later Dobbie walked in. I’ll never forget how

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It was April 1861. The 
man’s name was Francis Pres- 
ton Blair. His mission in Vir- 
ginia during those dangerous 
times was to deliver an urgent 
appeal from President Lincoln 
to Licutenant Colonel Robert 
Edward Lee, United States 
Army. 

Our country was walking a 
ledge between war and peace, 
and as state after state followed 
South Carolina in secession 
from the Union, the crumbling 
ledge threatened to precipitate 
the nation into the abyss of 
Civil War. 

President Lincoln, through 
envoy Blair, offered Lee com- 
mand of the United States 
Army in the impending con- 
flict. There was no time for 
deliberation. Fort Sumter had 
already been fired on. 

Lee answered “no” and sent 
Blair packing, back to Presi- 
dent Lincoln. In his courteously 
worded reply he explained, 
‘though I am opposed to seces- 
sion, and deprecate war, 1 
would take no part in an inva- 
sion of the Southern states.’ 

Immediately after the inter- 
view, Lee reported its details to 
his commanding officer. Like 
thousands of other southern 
soldiers in the Union Army, he 
saw there was but one way to 
escape the tragedy of fighting 
his relatives and friends in the 
seceding states. He resigned 
his commission and became 
Robert E. Lee, Virginian. 

Lee’s career as a private 
citizen in 1861 lasted two days. 

Accepting the invitation of 
the Governor of Virginia, he 
traveled to Richmond, and 
there found a convention in 
session. It had just passed an 
ordinance withdrawing the 
State from the Union. The 
convention offered Lee com- 
mand of the Confederate 
Forces and this time the com- 
mission was accepted. 


Within a week of President 
Lincoln’s appeal to him, Lieu- 
tenant Colonel Lee had become 
a private citizen and, finally, a 
General of the opposing army. 

To understand why his state 
meant more to him than his 
country, we have to look into 
Lee’s background. 

Born at Stratford, Virginia, 
January 19, 1807, Robert Ed- 
ward Lee had been reared in 
the traditions of a family well 
reputed in the affairs of state 
and nation. 

In 1831, two years after his 
graduation from West Point, 
he married Mary Ann Ran- 
dolph Custis, a great grand- 
daughter of Martha Washing- 
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ton and heiress to much of the 
Washington property. If Lee 
had been a staunch Virginian 
before, he was now doubly 
bound by the union of the two 
foremost families of the state. 

While Lee was growing up, 
another young man was pre- 
paring to make his mark in the 
world. This one had no illus- 
trious family, no fine schools 
to help him. But he became the 
man who appealed to Robert 
E. Lee to help in saving the 
nation. 

Abraham Lincoln was born 
in Kentucky’s backwoods Feb- 
ruary 12, 1809. His father 
could barely write his own 
name, and when Abe was big 
enough to go to school his Pa 
kept him busy clearing forest, 
plowing, planting and gathering 
corn. 

Thanks to Abe’s stepmother 
he did go to school “by littles,” 
as he said, for about nine years. 
All his school together didn’t 


amount to one full year, but it 
taught him to read and write. 


Abe Lincoln grew Ելջ, 
honest, and friendly. On a 


work trip to New Orleans, 
delivering vegetables and bacon 
to cotton planters, he saw ne- 
groes chained and sold in 
auction. It was then he vowed 
to liberate slaves — if he ever 
got the chance. 

Historians attribute his 
growth in politics to the fact 
that he cared about his people 
and they knew it, and they 
pushed him ahead. From assis- 
tant county surveyor and local 
postmaster he rose to serve 
four terms in the Illinois State 
Legislature. During his first 
term, at age 27, he was admit- 
ted to the bar. Eleven years 
later, in 1847, he won a seat in 
Congress, and was elected 
President of the United States 
November 6, 1860. 

When Fort Sumter fell, a 
month after Lincoln’s inaug- 


uration in March, 1861, the 
President issued a call for 
75,000 volunteers and offered 
command of the Union Army 
to Robert E. Lee, the best man 
he knew for the job. 

Lee’s reply came as a sharp 
blow and a dark threat. Lincoln 
made George B. McClellan 
Chief Commander of the north- 
ern army. McClellan was re- 
placed in 1864 by General 
Ulysses S. Grant. 

And when Lee, in full dress 
Confederate uniform, with 
sash and sword, surrendered to 
Grant, who wore a muddy 
private’s uniform with a gener- 
al’s gold stars, at Appomattox 
on April 9, 1865, it was more 
than loser facing victor. For 
Lee and Grant had been com- 
rades - in - arms in the Union 
Army, years earlier, before the 
Mason Dixon Line divided 
loyalties.

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FAMOUS BUCKS COUNTY MURDER CASES 


Andrew J. McCann 


“I won’t stay another day on 
this estate. Please accept this 
resignation effective immedi- 
ately. I can’t put my finger on 
what’s wrong, but I’m not going 
to stay here to find out. Pd 
advise you to visit the estate... 
but not at night.” 

That was the way the care- 
taker quit. J. Paul Clark mulled 
over the note as he sped to his 
Bucxs County estate . . . leaving 
urgent work behind him in New 
York City. The uneasy fear at 
what might be wrong compelled 
him to rush. As the car whisked 
over the country road, Clark 
looked straight ahead . . . afraid 
to look to the right or left .... 
almost feeling an unseen pres- 
ence as the headlamps cut into 
the thin blackness of the fall 
night. 

He was alone on the Pennsyl- 
vania country road. Travelling 
a trail that had been used by 
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Penn’s settlers to the pre-revo- 
lutionary home - of — Clark’s 
Manor. The Delaware swamp- 
land sparkled in the moonlight. 
He could see the high rise of 
land on which the manor home 
rested. The rigid poplars flank- 
ing the road like sentinels 
rustled as the car sped past 
them into the estate land. 

He stopped at the log gate 
and lifted the rusty latch. The 
gate swung open with a screech 
and the house stood framed in 
the glare of the headlamps. The 
windows of the empty manor 
reflected the car’s light like a 
stalking cat’s eyes. The serv- 
ant’s home huddled, as if afraid, 
under the trees next to the 
colonial graveyard. 

Before Clark’s Manor the 
Delaware River winded like a 
speckled band in the autumn 
night. He walked back to his 
Mercedez-Benz and tapped off 


the lights and suddenly felt 
terribly afraid and alone. Clark 
opened the trunk of his car and 
fumbled for the hammer there. 
When he found it he stuck it in 
his belt. 

Shadows danced like witches 
under the moon and he held the 
gate with his hand until the 
sudden chill would pass. Fear 


could not stop him now. 
The manor glowed softly 


under the moon as J. Paul 
Clark started to walk up the 
white stone path of the family 
estate. The tread made a noise 
which was unnatural in the 
silence. A rodent screamed 
from the bush as it was killed 
by an owl and terror froze him 
to the spot. 

He gritted his teeth and 
reached for the hammer stuck 
in his belt. It’s solid weight 
gave him the strength to con- 
tinue to walk. Clark’s eyes 
could see in the silver darkness 
now and he skirted the home 
. . . giving it wide berth. You 
could find the graveyard most 
directly by the rived bank and 
the tall grass whispered under 
his feet as he headed for the 
river. Eyes from everywhere 
seemed to stare at him but that 
was impossible. The estate had 
been vacant for years. Since 
the well reported disappearance 
of his wife, Emily Clark, in 
1960. 

He reached the river bank 
and then headed for the tall oak 
under which the small country 
graveyard lay. The low stone 
wall which protected the grave- 
yard was crenelated by time 
and erosion. Clark walked 
toward the lowest section with 
a feeling almost of anger. It 
would give him satisfaction to 
see her grave again.

overturned canoe and was rescued by Dobbie and our girl 
friends whom we later took in as partners and married. 

A Weaver-Thomas syndicated news story about a Saint 
Bernard dog that was ordered shot because it was owned by a 
foreigner, saved the dog’s life and changed the Pennsylvania 
laws during Governor Pinchot’s administration. 

There are many, many other yarns on record but it would 
fill an extra edition of PANORAMA to repeat them again. 

My WWI diary shows that Dobbie and I spent Christmas, 
1917 together in San Antonio. It was the first day in history 
there was snow on the Alamo. 

Said goodbye to Dobbie on January 27, 1918, as 19 coaches 
pulled out of San Antonio with the 130th and 131st Aero 
Squadron, for Houston, Texas, Baton Rouge, La., New Orleans, 
Montgomery, Ala., Greenwood and Raleigh, S.C. and finally 
Morrison, Va. 

This reporter scooted home for a brief furlough and re- 
ported back to Newport News, Va., where we embarked on the 
USS DeKalb for St. Nazaire, France, on March 30, just 46 
years ago. 

Like Edgar Williams found, it is tough to put an appropriate 
ending to this piece, so I will pass along Williams’ most appro- 
priate finale to a Dobbie Weaver column that appeared recently 
in a Lansdale newspaper: 

“How do I put down the ending for this piece: How do I 
sum up a relationship that began nearly 40 years ago, when 1 
was a small boy, and has been one of the most treasured priv- 
ileges of my life? How do I convey all that I fell about the 
passing of Dobbie Weaver? 

“More than two centuries ago, a poet named John Dryden 
wrote: ‘Of no distemper, of no blast he died. . . But fell like 
autumn fruit that mellow’d long’.” 

I agree with Williams, neither of us would be able to say 
it nearly so well as Mr. Dryden said it.
